Canadian Constitution and 
~~ House of Commons. 


In previous articles‘ upon the 
Canadian _conatitution we’ have 
examined the Crown and the 
Senate. Next must come the 
House of Commons, 

The House of Commons is des- 
cribed: as ‘the lower branch of 
Parliament, and answers to the 
House of Representatives in the 
American constitution. Like the 
House of Representatives, it has 
tne sole power of. originating 
legislation regarding taxation 
and expenditure. Unlike , the 
American House of Represen- 
tatives, itis by far more power- 
ful’ branch of the legislature. 
The makers of the American 
constitution expected the popular 
House to be the more powerful of 
the two bodies, but the course of 
events has been to give. the 
Senate greater power, and the 
Upper House of today in prac- 
tical politics has greater influence 
over taxation measures, such as 
the tariff, than the Lower House 
possesses. Quite the opposite 
prevails in Canada, As already 
explained, the .Canadian. Senate 
is extraordinarily: weak and 
languid. Canadian politics all 
centre around the House of Com- 
mons. Except on rare occasions, 
when a bill passes the House’ of 
Commons it is regarded as prac- 
tically settled; the Senate may 
make some amendments, but the 
public scarcely ever pays any 
attention to what it does. It is 
utterly unheard of for the Senate 
to have anything to say toa 
money bill. 


For a Jong time the power of 
the House of Commons _ in 
England lay in the fact that it 
had control over taxation and ex- 
penditure, and the.framers of the 
American constitution thought 
that in giving the House of Rep- 
resentatives the same power they 
were making sure, that it, too, 
would be the stronger House. In 
England, however, the House of 
pom in course of time 
acquired a new hold upon power 
which is impossible under the 
American system, It became an 
establish rule that the Ministers 
who carry on the executive gov- 
ernment must have seats in 
Parliament. Then it became a 
rule that no Minister could hold 
his place if the House of Com- 
mons was hostile to him. If the 
House of Commons votes want of 
confidence in the’ Ministry; the 
whole Ministry must resign. In 
practice the Ministry resigns if 
beaten in the House of Commons 
even on an insignificant matter. 
For example, in 1895 a snap vote 
in the House of Commons ex- 
pressed disapproval of the Gov- 
ernment’s course in allowing the 
supply of cordite to fall danger- 
ously low;.although it was .not a 


formal vote of want of confidence, 


the Ministry resigned. 
It follows that the British 
House of Commons has complete 


control of the executive gavern-: 


ment. At any moment when in 
session it can vote the Ministers 
out of office and put other menin 
office. At any moment during the 
-session, if a sufficient number of

ment is beaten and must! resign. 
During the eighteenth century 
and the greater part of the nine- 
teenth century such change of 
votes were rather numerous in 
the British Hoyse of Commons; 
few. Ministers’ lived very long, 
and when an important bill was 
brought in by,the Government it 
was a serious question whetuer it 
could rely upon the entire sup- 
port of its party in the House. 
The earlier career of ‘Mr. Glad- 
stone is full of instances of this 
sort. - A great deal of the theor- 
etical'writing about the British 
constitution—is based upon. this 
disposition which the House o 
Commons then showed to change 
its vote. Ag a matter of fact, 
however, during the last forty or 
fifty years, as President Lovell of 
Haryard has conclusively shown, 
the British House of Commons 
has exhibited an _ increasing 
strictness, of party discipline, 
and instances of bolting now are 
very rare. 

The Canadian House of Com- 
mons follows the British model 
very closely in this respect. Its 
support is necessary to the min- 
istry. An adverse vote on a party 
question would cause the Minis- 
try to resign. If in the next ses- 
sion twenty or thirty Liberals 
were to desert Sir Wilfrid Laurier 
and vote for Mr. Borden, it would 
be unecessary for the Premier to 
retire from office. But while this 
power belongs to the Commons, 
in practice‘it may be said never 
to be exercised. The last occasion 
on which anything of the sort 
eccurred was nearly forty years 
ago when a number of Conserv- 
atives rose abuve party lines and 
voted against their leader be- 
cause they were not satisfied with 
his explanation on the Pacific 
scandal. Worse scandals than 
thats have ,occurred since, but 
they never have moved a suffi- 
cient number of Liberals to con- 
demn their leaders. Party dis- 
cipline is very strict in Canada; 
if it were not the House of Com- 
mons would really as well as 
theoretically control the Govern- 
ment. As itis, the Government 
holds power purely by reason of 
its control of the House of 
Commons.

Interesting information with re- 
gard to the American campaign 
for the conservation of public re- 
sources has been received here. 
The Secretary of the Interior, 
Mr. Ballinger, recently threw 
open to settlement all but 154,000 
of the 1,400,000 acres of public 
land in Utah, Colorado, Wyom- 
ing, Montana, Idado and Oregon, 
which under the last adminis- 
tration, was. withdrawn | from 
entry as containing possible 
water power sites. This action at 
first caused some comment as 
appearing to be a reversal of Mr. 
Roosevelt’s policy. However, it 
appears that the Geological Sur- 
vey has been conducting a de- 
tailed examination of the land in 
question, and as‘a result Mr. 
Ballinger is able to protect all the 
power sites withdrawn by the 
former Secretary of the Interior, 
and other besides, while reserv- 
ing only a fraction of the area 
originally affected. President 
Taft is as firm a believer in- the 
conservation of natural resources 
as is Mr. Roosevelt, but, being 
equipped with later information 
is enabled to improve upon the 
latter’s methods. 

The President intends to urge 
Congress: in his first message 
next December to enact legis- 
lation reserving water power sites 
on the public domain from ac- 
quisition by individuals or cor- 
porations. In the meantime, ina 
letter to the editor of System he 
has made it known that he in- 
sists on ‘‘the necessity for a com- 
prehensive and systematic im- 
provement of our waterways, the

This: immense bridge was necessi- 
tated by the determination of : the 
C.P.R. to construct a ‘rir line from 
Lethbridge to Macleod and thence to 
the. coal fields of the Crow’s Nest, 
und as ‘a link. in ‘their second. great 
transcontinental which will ultimmute- 
ly parallel the boundary. The old line 
which this cut-off will repluce was 
very circuitons, and crossed ‘between 
twenty and thirty trestles—a constant 
source of danger to traffic, and also 
x constant expense—in the compura- 
tively short distance. between Leth- 
bridge and Macleod. 

The new bridge is not yet. ready. for 
actual traffic, -but’ the | permanent 
trncks will be laid over it early in 
August, after two years’ work by the 
engineers and. an army of men. The 
last of the.65 big steel towers upon 
which the bridge rests is-now com- 
pleted, and the great goblin of the 
foothills will then have assumed its 
lefinite shape. Twenty-four million 
pounds of steel have been consumed 


‘in its: ribs and girders, every one 


of which.-so far as possible, has been 
manufxctured in Canada;’and before 
the last bolt is riveted this vast struc- 
ture,! 5,327 feet in length, will have 
sost ‘the railway nearly two- million 
dollars. In spit of’ the immensity of 
the work and the omnipresent dan 
gers, only one of the’ steel workers, 
those intrepid cowboys of the skies, 
lost his life in its erection. This fatal- 
ity: occurred a’ few weeks ago, when 
one of them slipped. while working 
near the iop of a tower and. went 
crashing down hundreds of feet to the 
valley below. «Although he cuught a- 
cable. in his descent and swung. mo- 
mentarily there, he lost his hold, 
crashed ‘to the earth, and when his 
mungled “body was picked up every 
bone in it was broken. 


*. To Run to Hudson Bay. . 

.. While the C.P.R. and Grand Trunk 
Pacific Companies are still‘engaged in 
spying: out the land in the Pence. Riv- 
er Valley, and while the Hudgon -Bay 
Railway seems to be hinging fire, the 
Department of Railways and Canals 
has just had laid: before it in Ottawa’ 
locations and plans for a railway 
through - Canada’s. Northland which 
will rank ‘with any ofthe big Cana- 
dian railways in importance. These 

lans have: been filed by. a company 
nown as‘the Hudson Bay’ & Pacific 
Railway Co., bucked by powerful fin- 
ancial interests in Great Britain. 

This company represents one of the 
strongest ‘aggregations of capital that 
has ever applied for a railway char- 
ter in Canada. - Its capital is $50,000,- 
000, all of which, it is claimed, is 
subscribed, while a lot of it has been 
paid up:’ The company has had two 
surveys made of their two ‘proposed 
lines—one to goto Prince Albert from 
Hudson Bay across the country just 
to the south of Lake Athabasca, and 
thence through the wonderful Pence 
River region ‘to Port Simpson, on the 
Pacific Coast, via: the Yellowhead 
Pass. 5 

The company’s representatives have 
laid before the Department plans and 
soundings of the harbor at «Fort 
Churchill, which.is to be the Hudson 
Bay terminus, and have exhibited 
contracts already made ‘by which the 
White Star steamship line will start 
an up-to-date service between Fort 
Churchill and Europe as soon as the 
railway is in operation to Fort 
Churchill.

LAND ALONG LINE OF RAILWAY 
BEING SURVEYED 


Overflow from Prairie Provinces will 
Invade British Columbia and En- 
gage in Fruit Growing and General 
Farming—Much Valuable Land to 
be Opened Up for Settlement when 
Surveyors Complete Work | 

Vancouver.—It will not be very 
long before the tide of immigration 
now fast settling the prairie provinces 
will surge across the Rockies and fill 
every valley in British Columbia. In 
its lands this province has a- most 
The Dominion govern- 
ment, foreseeing the great demand 
there will be for land on the Pacific 
slope, is getting ready to welcome 
newcomers to the railway belt. 

Mr, A. O. Wheeler has been en- 
trusted with the task of reporting on 
the possibilities of the country paral- 
leling the Canadian Pacific railway 
between Kamloops and Golden. He 
will deal with this region in detail 
t2 determine which sections are suit- 
able for ranching, fruitgrowing or 
general farming,’”’ said Mr. E. De- 
ville, surveyor-generaleof the Domin- 
ion, to The Province at the Hotel Van- 
couver recently. His branch has 
charge of all Dominion land surveys. 
Mr. Deville will visit Victoria, and 
inay run north as far as Prince 
Rupert. 

‘As is generally known, the railway 
belt, extending twenty miles on each 


_ side of the C. P. R. from tidewater 


to the Alberta boundary, is vested in 
the Dominion authorities. Mr. Wheel- 
er has three different survey parties in 
the field. His classification of the 
region east from Kamloops promises 
to be available for next year, when 
subdivision work in various localities 
will probably be undertaken. : 

Mr. Deville’s branch has no less 

than eight survey parties at work 
this season in British Columbia. <Ac- 
cording to a recent decision of the 
minister of the department all Do- 
minion timber berths will be surveyed 
by officials of the department. It 
was formerly permissible for berth- 
holders to hire their own surveyors 
to do this work. The practice, it is 
said, led to certain abuses. 

No less than sixty land survey 
parties, comprising probably over one 
thousand people, are engaged this sen- 
eon in subdividing homesteads in the 
new provinces. The work has got to 
be kept well ahead of the settlers, 
who, however, are beginning to seek 
homes in some of the more isolated 
regions. For instance, there has been 
lately a steady trek to various points 
far north of Edmonton on both the 
upper and lower Peace river. In order 
to accommodate the newcomers we are 
doing survey work this season in those 
localities. The Dominion also owns 
three million acres of British Colum- 
bia territory on the Peace river 
plateau east of the Rockies. This par- 
ticular section, well adapted for farm- 
ing and ranching, will not be sub- 
divided this year,” said Mr. Deville 
in conclusion. 


Sailors Found Montreal Too Warm 

Montreal.—Members of the crew of 
the steamship Pelican, of the Hudson 
Buy Company, sailed again for the 
orth after putting in at this port for 
supplies. The sailors suffered intoler- 
ably from the heat here, the differ- 
ence in the temperature between Mon- 
treal and Labrador at this time of the 
year being too striking for comfort. 
The Pelican will sail along the coast 
of Labrador and Ungava Bay, as far 
as Churchill and York factory. The 
summer will. be’ occupied making the 
trip. Within a week the crew will be 
working in their winter clothes, as the 
ship will be passing through a heavy 
run of ice now off the coast. The 
Felican carried three English clerks, 
who are making their first’trip north. 

They intend staying three years at 
their lonesome posts before again com- 
ing down to more civilized parts.

Willson had, it is alleged, while in a 
state which rendered him unfit to at- 
tend any patient, attended a case of 
confinement in which the patient died. 
Dr. Willson had been practising in 
this province for ten years. 


British Submarine Sunk” 


London.—The_ British submarine 
Cll is reported sunk in collision with 
C17 off Lowestoft, on the east coast. 
The lieutenant and fifteen members of 
the crew were drowned. Licutenant 
Brodie is the office missing. Sub- 
marine C17 was badly damaged, 

Later.—Lieutenants Brodie and Wat- 
kins, with one sailor, were rescued, as 
they were in the conning tower at the 
time. With the exception of the.three 
mentioned, the crew did not have time 
or opportunity to save themselves. 

The cruiser Bonaventure, with a 
flotilla of eight submarines was pro- 
ceeding in a southerly direction when 
the steamer Eddystone ran in among 
the vessels, colliding with Cll. The 
submarine was badly stove in, and 
lies in 15 fathoms of water. 

Wire hawsers~have already been 
passed under her, and it is hoped 
that she can be raised at once. 


Shah of Persia is Dethroned 

Teheran.—Mohammed Ali, Shah of 
Persia, has been dethroned and the 
Crown Prince, Sultan Ahmed Nirza, 
was proclaimed Shah by the National 
assembly, composed of Chief Mujte- 
hids and the leaders of the Nationalist 
forces, in the presence of an immense 
crowd in the parliament square. 

After an all night attack by the 
Bakhtiaris, the shah, with the queen 
und one of the princes, left the palace 
under an escort of two hundred sol-

The Figures for the Year 

Ottawa.—The Dominion government 
has closed its books for the fiscal year 
ending March 31, 1909. The revenues 
for the year total $85,093,417, exceed- 
ing the estimates of the budget speech 
by $500,000. On the other hand, the 
expenditures for ordinary expenses ex- 
ceeded Mr. Fielding’s last estimate by 
nearly a million and amount to 
$84,071,245. The expenditure upon 
capital account aggregate $46,838,286, 
and the increase in the public debt, 
as the result of the year, is $45,969,399. 
Of this capital expenditure about 
$25,000,000 is for the building of the 
National transcontinental and $6,400,- 
for the collapsed Quebec bridge. Mr. 
Fielding claimed a surplus of $1,022,- 
162.

TO DISREGARD PRECEDENT AND 
INTERFERE WITH FINANCE 


Lord Lansdowne Intimates that the 
House will not Pass the Bill Regu- 
lating the Imposition of New Taxes 
—Members of the Government Re- 
cently Threatened that if Lords In- 
terfere they will Appeal to Country 

London.—From a: statement’ made 
by Lord Lansdowne, in a_ political 
speech recently, it ig apparent that the 
Unionist. Lords. intend to- disregard 
precedent and treat the budget when 
it reaches them from the House of 
Commons as they would any other 
measure. Heretofore the House of 
Lords has not interfered’ with the fin- 
ancial measures of-the government of 
the day, the imposition of new taxes 
and expenditures being considered en- 
tirely in the hands of the House of 
Commons. 

Lord Lansdowne said it was not 
likely that the House of Lords would 
proclaim that it had no responsibility 
in the budget or that it was obliged to 
swallow the bill whole because it 
mixed up financial affairs. He con- 
tended that it was unthinkable that 
in a country where there were two 
chambers, it should be left absolutely 
to one of them-to impose a new finan- 
cial system. 

The members of the government re- 
cently threatened that if the House of 
Lords interfered with the budget they 
would appeal to the country on the 
question of the reform, if not the 
ubolition, of that house. 


Labor Department and Labor Disputes 

Ottawa.—The department of labor 
has given out the following definition 
of its attitude regarding the strike of 
miners in Cape Breton. : 

“The dispute at Glace Bay between 
certain of the employees of)!the Dom- 
inion Coal company, members of the 
local union of the United Mine Work- 
ers of America, and said company has 
already been subject to government 
intervention by reference under in- 
dustrial disputes investigation act, 
and the report of the board appointed 
has been. given. to the™public in ac- 
cordance with the provisions of the 
act. 

“Were parties to industrial disputes 
encouraged to look indefinitely to 
government intervention or given rea- 
son to believe that the findings of 
the boards appointed expressly for the 
purpose of inquiring into existing 
troubles would be subject to further 
revision by minister or other officers 
of the department of labor it: would 
seriously prejudice the effectiveness of 
the work of boards appointed under 
the act and value of their findings, 
and might only serve, having regard 
to industrial. disputes generally, to 
prolong rather than minimize the 
period of industrial strife.” 


Navigation is Open for Seven Months 

Brandon, Man.—A letter received 
here from William Campbell, a Hud- 
son’s Bay official at Port Nelson for 
twenty-five years in the company’s 
service in the far north, contains in- 
teresting information. The letter is 
dated June 8, and says the ice went 
out of the Nelson river May 24. The 
river did not freeze up last fall until 
December 20. Navigation is open 
nearly seven months. Mr. Campbell 
says the government party was still 
at Port Nelson June 8 exploring the 
Nelson, using one of his craft on the 
river where he found deep water for 
many miles.

Dubuque, of Indian ‘Head,: who is’ ac- 
companied by his wife. 

“It is the intention of the authori- 
ties to augment the force in the Yukon 
territory,’ said Sergt. Dubuque. ‘We 
are a little under strength there at the 
present time, and with the increase of 
population—-and “the building of new 
towns and ‘villages a greater amount 
of. police surveillance will be neces- 
sary.” ;

Steps were 
immediately taken to have the trouble 
adjusted. The miners nominated Rev. 
H. R. Grant, of Fernie, chairman of 
the conciliation board of the big 
strike. The operators accepted the 
nomination. °‘ - 

Mr. Grant made his investigation 
and gave a decision that upheld the 
contention of the company-rather more 
than it did that of the men. Although 
‘the agreement states that each party 
is. bound to accept the award of the 
arbitrator the district board of Dis- 
trict 18 union met at Frank the other 
day and refused to accept the award 
given by Mr. Grant. 

The trouble at Hillcrest is therefore 
as bad as ever, and as the act of the 
board for the miners is a violation of 
the agreement recently signed it may 
be that the whole agreement may be 
set aside. .. : 


J. J. Hill Sees Prosperity Ahead 

Washington.—As soon as the tariff is 
out of the way, said James J. Hill,.the 
railroad magnate, who wags’ one of 
President Taft’s callers the other day, 
“this country will enjoy prosperity 
which will equal, if it’ does not sur- 
pass, that which it knew under the 
McKinley administration. Last month 
I travelled extensively through the 
west, and I never saw such activity 
among the farmers. Everywhere I 
made enquiries and learned and saw 
that the crops were abundant and that 
the farmers were satisfied. Signs of 
the financial-depression of 1907 are 
fast falling. Freight cars will be at a 
premium within o few weeks. We of 
the railroad world judge the prosper- 
ity of the nation as much by the num- 
ber of idle cars os anything else. All 
through the past year there have been 
thousands idle, but they will soon be 
rolling about the country filled with 
freight.”

Millions More Needed for the Panama

Some of the lovers of wisdom 
took him to Mars hill, and .there he 
discoursed to them, as recorded Jn the 
lesson today—not reasoning out of the 
Scriptures, as with the Jews, who 
knew the Scriptures, but preaching 
Jesus to them.as the Creator und as 


the Judge of all mankind, commanding 


all men everywhere to repent and turn 
to Him that they might be saved. 

We will not have the zeal for souls 
that Paul bad unless we see them as 
he did—“without strength, ungodly. 
sinners, enemies” (Rom. v, 6-10), “chil- 
dren of disobedience under the prince 
of the power of the alr, children of 
wrath, without Christ, having no hope 
and without God in the world (Eph. fl, 
2, 3, 12). Then we must have the mind 
of God toward them, not willing that. 
any should perish, but belleving that 
He would have all to be saved by’ re- 
ceiving Jesus, who gave Himself for 
our sins and was made a curse for us 
(Gal. 1, 4; iff, 13). Paul saw ifn these 
wise but foolish Athenfans men for 
whom Christ dfed, and he longed for 
their deliverance from the prince of 
this world and from the powers of 
darkness. He took as his topic the {n- 
scription on one of their many altars, 
“To the unknown God,” and he 
preached ‘to them the only Hving and 
true God, the Creator_of all things, for 
if any man will come to God he must 
belleve that He fs and that He fs a re- 
warder of them that diligently. seck 
Him (Heb, xi, 6).° The opening words 
of Paul's @iscourse concerning the Cre- 
ator bring to mind Gen. {, 1; John J, 
1-3; Col. {. 16;-Heb..1, 1-8, along with 
Ps, xxxiil, 6; Isa, xi; 28; Jer. xxxil, 17; 


_Acts Iv, 24, and many more. His giv- 


Ing to all life and breath and all things 
and that in Him we live and move and 
have our being (verses 25, 28) make us 
think of Dan. v, 23, “The God in 
whose hand thy breath {s and whose 
are all thy ways,” and of Heb. iv, 13, 
“Neither fs there any creature that Is 
not manifest in His sight, but all 
things are naked and opened unto the 
eyes of Him with whom we have to 
do.” 

That He has made of one blood all 
nations of men to dwell on all the face 
of the earth and appointed the bounds 
of their habitation (verse 26) does not 
seem to be quite fin accord. with the 
love of one’s native land that so many 
sing about. Let the world sing, “My

TIME OF THE GENTILE 


PASTOR, RUSSELL PREACHES ON 
THE SECOND ‘ADVENT. ° 


\ a as 

At His First Appearance Christ Did 
Not Lift His Hand to Overthrow 

‘ the Existing Governments, But 

After Glorification of the Church 

This Power Will Be Exercised— 

Trouble Is Coming In 1915. 


New Orleans, La., July 11.—Pastor 
Russell, of Brooklyn Tabernacle, 
preached here to-day. He took for 
his text, “Jerusalem shall be trodden 
down of the Gentiles, unti! the times 
of the Gentiles be fulfiited’ (Luke 
xxi, 24). . 

As the city of Babylon represented 
the Empire of Babylon, so the city of 
Jerusalem represented the Jewish na- 
tion. The Scriptures refer to the fact 
that centuries before our Lord’s day 
the Jewish Kingdom had: been over- 
thrown—had passed to the control of 
the Gentiles — and in our text our 
Lord declares that this subserviency 
would continue until certain times of 
the Gentiles, certain years, or periods 
of their control, would pass away. 
When we read that certain times will 
be fulfilled, we are justified in think- 
ing that these times have been fore- 
told. And in looking for the state- 
ment of the matter in Holy Writ, we 
notice the facts of the case as follows: 

God established the Jewish nation 
as his representative nation, or King- 
dom, in the world, with the under- 
standing that in some manner and 
at some time that nation would be 
the channel of divine blessings to all 
the families of the earth, in harmony 
with the original Qath-Bound Promise 
made to Abruham. After a precarious 
existence of nearly six hundred years, 
the star of Jewish Empire set, .and 
it has not re-arisen since. The pur- 
tiéular date at which the Typical 
Kingdom passed away is clearly 
marked in thé Scriptures. The solid- 
arity of the Empire in the hands of 
King David, and his son, King Solo- 
mon, was lost in its division jn the 
days of Solomon’s successor: Never- 
theless, in- harmony with the Divine 


the tribe of Judah; as it is written, 
“The sceptre shall not depart from 
Judah, nor a luw-giver from between 
his feet, until Shiloh come” (Genesis 
xlix, 10). 
Of the last king of Judah, Zedekiah, 
tbe Divine decluration was, ‘And 
thou, profane and wicked prince of 
Isracl, whose day is come when ini- 
quity shall have an end, Thus suith 
the Lord God, Remove the diadem, 
and take off the crown; his shall not 
be the sume. * * * I will overturn, 
overturn, overturn it; and it shall be 
no more until he cume whose right it 
is; and I will give it him” (Ezekiel 
xxi, 25-27). That statement was made 
just prior to Isracl’s captivity to 
Babylon, B.C. 606. And the crown 
and sceptre have been overturned 
since then, and will continue so to be 
until Messiah himself, at his second 
advent, shall take the throne as the 
Antitypical Son of David. 
The interim of time between the 
overthrow of the crown in the days 
of Zedekiah and the establishment 
again of the crown in Messiah’s King- 
dom at his second advent‘is Scriptur- 
ally termed the “Times of the Gen- 
tiles’’—that is to say, the years of 
the Gentiles; the years in which the 
Gentiles would bear rule over Israel 
and all the earth; the period in which 
God would have no representative nu- 
tion in the world. Some may inquire, 
Were not the Israelites restored from 
the! Babylonian captivity? Yes, we 
answer, but they did not receive back 
the Kingdom; they were thereafter 
subject to the great dominant king- 
doms of the world. First, they were 
subject to the Medo-Persian Kimpire, 
whose Emperor, Cyrus, restored thei 
to their own land as a subject-nation., 
Subsequently chey were subject to the 
Grecian nation. And in the time of 
our Lord they were still a subject- 
nation to Rome. — Pilate represented 
the Roman Government, and so did 
Herod, the King of Galilee. Anyway, 
the Herods were not Israelites, but 
Edomites. 
While it is true that an outward 
form of Jewish Kingdom was main- 
tuined subject to the Roman Emper- 
ors for a time, the last vestige of this 
authority passed away with the de- 
struction of Jerusalem by the Roman 
army in A.D. 70, and the Jews have 
never been able to re-establish them- 
selves in their own land up to the 
present time. Now, in harmony with 
the Scriptures which foretell] Israel’s 
restoration to Palestine, and their re- 
establishment us the earthly represen- 
tatives of God's Kingdom. the Zionist 
movement is coming forth with good 
hopes of soon effecting a Jewish sub- 
Kingdom. We may be sure, however, 
that the declaration of our text will 
cone true to the very letter—‘‘Jeru- 
salem shall be trodden down of the 
Gentiles, until the times of the Gen- 
tiles be fulfilled’—or, filled full. 
Let us look backward and note 
what ‘the Scriptures declare respecting 
earthly empires and the period of 
their domination. If possible, let us 
aseertain when the Gentile times be- 
gan, and when they will end, giving 
place to the Kingdom of Messiah, the 
spiritual Kingdom, the Chureh glori- 
fied, whose work will be the ruling of 
the each, the blessing of all nations, 
and the uplifting of the human family 
out of sin and death conditions to all 
that was lost through Adam’s dis- 
obedience, to all that was redeemed 
through the obedience of Christ Jesus. 
The Scriptures very particularly 
draw to our attention King Nebuchad- 
nezzar of Babylon. Very carefully 
does the Prophet explain that Nebu- 
ehadnezzar had a vision of deep inter 
est to him, but the particulars of 
which he could not recall. He de- 
manded of the wise men of the Em- 
pire a statement of the dream, as well 
as an explanation, arguing that if 
they had any supernatural power by 
which they could expluin a dream, 
the same power could rehearse it. 
Then it was that. Daniel, the Prophet, 
was brought to the notice of the King, 
‘and by .Divine power not only re- 
‘hearsed the dream but explained it— 
of. much more interest to all 
8 than it possibly could have 
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recall the dream and its interpreta- 
tion, yet we will briefly rehearse it. 
a his dream Nebuchadnezzar saw, a 
great image of wonderful height and 
grandeur; its head was of gold, its 
breast and arms of silver, its belly 
and thighs of brass, its legs of iron, 
and its feet of iron mixed with clay. 
While it stood erect, a stone was 
taken from the mountain and hurled 
at the image, striking it on the feet. 
Forthwith the iron, the clay, the 
brass, the silver and the gold were 
crushed to powder and became as the 
chaff of a summer’s threshing floor, 
and the wind carried them away. 
By: Divind illumination, Daniel, the 
Prophet, explained the vision thus: 
The head represented Nebuchadnez- 
zar’s own universal Empire, Babylon. 
The breast and arms of silver repre- 
sented the kingdom which would suc- 
ceed his as a universal empire; name- 
ly, the kingdom of the Medes and 
Persians. Upon the fall of Medo- 
Persia, the Grecian Empire would 
become universal, to be succeeded in 
turn by the Roman Empire, whose 
great strength was symbolized by the 
iron. This is the Empire which rul- 
ed the world in the days of our Lord. 
Thus we read that our Lord was born 
at Bethlehem, whither Joseph and 
Mary hud gone at the command of 
Caesar-Augustus, the Roman Emper- 
or, who sent forth a decree that all 
the world should be taxed. The civil 
Roman Empire lasted for several cen- 
turies after Christ, and was follow- 
ed by the ecclesiastical Roman Em- 
pire, of which the popes at Rome 
were the representative heads. This 
Empire, partly civil and partly ec- 
clesiasticul, was represented by the 
mixture of the iron, representing civil 
power, and the clay, representing 
papal religious power; and this phase 
of Daniel’s image still exists in the 
kingdoms of Iurope as represented 
in the ten toes of the image which 
stand for the divisions of the terri- 
tory of the old Roman Empire in 
Europe 

When God subsequently gave his 
servant, the Prophet: Daniel, a vision 
of these same Gentile governments 
that would bear universal sway over 
the eurth from the time of the re- 
mnoval of the diadem from Zedekiah 
until the establishment of Messiah's 
Millennial Kingdom, the picture was 
a different one. Instead of a ghri- 
ous image of towering height and 
splendor, Daniel saw four great, ter- 
rible wild beusts. The first, like a 
lion, corresponded to the head of 
gold of the image—representing Baby- 
lon. The second, like a beur, cor- 
responded to the breast and arms of 
silver in the image, and represented 
Medo-Persia. The third, like a leo- 
pard, corresponded to ‘the brass of 
the image, and represented Grecia. 
The fourth beast, great and terrible, 
found nothing tm the animal kingdom 
to represent it. It corresponded to 
the legs of iron, which represented 
the Roman Empire; while the ,ten 
horns of the latter beust correspond- 
ed to the ten toes of the image, repre- 
senting papal Rome and the present 
Subdivisions of imperial Europe. 
The difference’: between these two 
visions represents how differently 
present institutions, the kingdoms of 
this world, are viewed from the hu- 
man standpoint and from the divine 
standpoint. From the worldly stand- 
point and estimation, the kingdoms 
of the past have been majestic, grand; 
from -the standpoint of God, and 
those who have his Spirit, they hav 
been beastly. ; 

The sequel to both of these dreams 
showed the overthrow of the earthly 
governments by the heavenly govern- 
ment. As it is written, ‘In the days 
of these kings shall the God of heav- 
en set up a Kingdom, and it shall 
break in pieces and consume all of 
these kingdoms, and it shall stand 
forever.”” The Kingdom of God was 
pictured in the stone which smote 
the image on its feet. That stone 
prefigured. Christ and the - Church, 
and shows that it will be the power 
of God through the Church that will 
ultimately work the wreck of all 
carthly governments. Do not mis- 
understand me; nothing in the: Word 
of God teaches anarchy, or author- 
izes God’s people to fight with carnal 
weapons; rather they are exhorted to 
seek first the Kingdom of God and 
its righteousness, and to leave all 
else to the Lord, assured of his will- 
ingness to muke all things work to- 
gether for their good. 

As Christ in the flesh lifted neither 
hand nor tongue to smite the earthly 
Empire, nor opposed Ceasar and _ his 
representutive, Pilate, so his follow- 
ers are to raise no opposition to the 
powers that be, but are strictly en- 
joined to ‘‘be subject to them,” and 
t» recognize that they are ordained of 
God. It will be after the glorification 
of the Church with her Lord that, 
invisibly to mankind, this power . will 
be exercised. Gentile governments 
will be overthrown, and the whole 
world wil} be brought into submission 
to the reign of the Kingdom of Righte- 
ousness_ and its earthly representa- 
tives. Thus our Lord taught in his 
lust message that in due time -he 
would take unto himself his great 
power and reign, and that then 
the nations would be angry, and Di- 
vine wrath would come upon them 
for their destruction. Thus also our 
Lord said respecting his followers, 
who in due time will be glorified with 
him, “To him that overcometh will I 
give power over the nations; and he 
shall rule them with a rod of iron; 
as the vessels of a potter shall. they 
be broken to shivers’’ (Revelation ii, 
26, 27). 

We should not be deterred from 
investigatiang whatever we may find 
written in the Bible on this subject 
because of our Lord’s words to his 
disciples—“Of that day and hour 
knoweth no man, no, not the angels 
of heaven, veither the Son, but my 
Father only.’’ This message does 
not tell us that no man would ever 
know, but that none knew at = that 
time. It does ne tell us that our 
Lord Jesus would never know the 
time of his own second coming, nor 
that the angels) would) never know. 
As we surely believe that the Lord 
and the angels will know at about the 
time of the second advent, so we may 
well believe that the Lord's faithful 
saints will not be left in darkness on 
the sume subject. Indeed this is 
what the Apostle distinctly tells us, 
“Ye, brethren, are not in darkness, 
that that day should overtake you as 
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delivered by Pastor Russell, of Talmage’s Tabernacle, Brooklyn, XN. ¥. 


a thief. Ye Gre all the children of 
light, and the children of the day.” 
The Apostle intimates that those who 
do not have the light in its due sea- 
son would thereby justify the infer- 
ence that they belonged, not to the 
Church, but to the world, upon whom 
that day shall come “‘as a thief and 
as a snare’’ (I Thessalonians v, 1-8). 
What we would like to know, if it 
has pleased the Lord. to reveal it, is 
just how long a period is meant by 
the expression, “Times of the Gen- 
tiles’—or, years ‘of the Gentiles—in 
which the Gentile nations will bear 
rule or sway over the land of Isruaei. 
If God has been pleased to reveal the 
matter, let us enjoy it; if he has not 
been pleased to give any clue to the 
matter, we cannot find it. We are to 
remember, however, that this, like 
other features of the Divine revela- 
tion, was intended to be kept secret 
from the world, and to be made 
known only to those who are in heart 
harmony with the Lord—interested— 
and very desirous of knowing _ the 
mind of the Lord on this and on 
every subject. Hence, we may not 
look fora pluin statement to the ef- 
fect that in so many years from such 
an event the Gentile lease of power 
will terminate and God’s Kingdom 
be transferred to Israel again. Rather 
we should expect that the matter 
would be stated in a more or less 
obscure form, in which it might be 
read over and over again without at- 
tracting special attention except from 
those especially interested ones led 
by the Lord’s holy Spirit. 

We believe that the period is what 
the Scriptures term ‘“‘seven times”— 
seven years. Not seven literal years, 
but ‘seven symbolic years. A ‘‘time’’ 
or ‘‘year’’ in symbol represents 360 
literal years. In other words, each 
day of a symbolic year is a year, and 
hence the seven times, or seven years, 
would represent 7 times 360, or 2,520 
years. I give it to you us my convic- 
tion, dear friends, based strictly upon 
the Scriptures, but corroborated, it 
seems to me, by. the events of our 
day, that this 2,520 years, beginning 
in 606 B. C., will end in October, 
1914 A. D. 

That a “time” or “year’’ has been 
Scripturally used ‘to represent 360 
may be very easily and very quickly 
demonstrated. For instance, in Re- 
velation a period of time is mention- 
ed in three different ways; namely, 
1,260 days, 42 months, and 3 1-2 times. 
The 31-2 times of Revelation are ex- 
actly one-half of the ‘‘seven times’’ 
of the Gentiles. The 1,260 years of 
Revelation are exactly one-half of the 
2,520 years of the times of the Gen- 
tiles. And these 2,520 years we be- 
lieve will expire with October 1914; 
at that time we believe the Gentile 
lease of power will expire, and that 
the God of heaven will set up his 
Kingdom in Izrael. 

We, do not expect universal peace 
to immediately ensue because Christ 
is styled the Prince of Peace. 
contrary, to our. understanding, the 
collapse of the nations will be through 
a fierce strife; “‘a time of trouble such 
as never was since there was a na- 
tion,” in which “there shall be no 
peace to him that goeth out, nor to 
him that cometh in,” because God 
will set every man’s hand against his 
neighbor. Our belief is that the war- 
fare between capital and labor, em- 
perors and peoples, will be short, 
sharp, decisive, and bring untold cal- 
amity upon‘ all concerned. If people 
could only discern it, they would 
avoid it, but their eyes are holden; 
they see not, neither do they under- 
stand. 

These seven times were foreshadow- 
ed in the experiences of Nebuchad- 
nezzar, who was irrational for seven 
years, and at the end of that time 
recovered his reason and _ acknowl- 
edged the Lord as the ruler of the 
Universe. So history seems to show’ 
that ‘during this period of Gentile 
domination the poor world has been 
in a measure insane, putting light 
for darkness and darkness for light. 
Our trust is that at the close of the 
Gentile Times, and following the 
short, sharp, decisive time of great 
trouble in 1915, humanity will regain 


heaven and acknowledge that all au- 
thority comes from Him and pertains 
to Him.
